CAPE CANAVERAL. Fla (U P I) 
The N avy’s tem peram ental a n d 


trouble-plagued 
Vanguard rocket 


failed again today to put a 20- 


inch scientific satellite into orbit 
around the earth. 


The tall, thin Vanguard roared 
from its launching pad at 11:01 
a.m. <p.d.t.1 and cut a fiery track 
to some 35 m iles in the sky. But 
there its 
second 
stage 
engine 
failed 
to 
ignite 
and 
the rocket 
curved earthward, 
plunging 
into 
the Atlantic with its precious pay­ 
load. 


THE SECOND and third stages 
of the rocket, and the shiny i m ­ 
pound sphere attached to the third 
stage, 
probably hit the w a t e r 
som e 275 m iles southeast of the 
launching — an ignominous end 
for the little ’moon’’ destined for 
space. 
It left the sm aller Vanguard I 
satellite and the two bullet-shaped 
Army Explorers still whirling in 
space with the m assive Russian 
Sputnik III—a 3.000- pound giant 
which dwarfs anything this coun­ 
try has tried to put up. 


THE SECOND OF the A r m y 
Explorers was due to fall hack 
into the atm osphere and burn up 
soon, perhaps today.
